STATE NEWS HAPPENINGS 



The British Troops in the Vicinity 
of Dundee Are in Ve»-y 
Great Peril. 



Manila, Oct 24. — The iniurg'enti 
around Calamba and Angeles hare 
bothered the Americans lately with 
their repeated attacks, like most of 
the Filipino attacks, consisting of 
shooting a lot of ammunition into 
their opponents’ camp from long 
range. MaJ. Cheatham’s battalion 
of the 37th infantry, three companies 
of the 31st infantry, a battery of the 
5th artillery and a Gatlin gun sallied 
out Monday morning from Calamba, 
drove the Filipinos from their trenches 
and pursued them for three miles, in- 
flicting heavy loss on them. One 
American was killed and three were 
wounded of the 31st infantry. 

Lieut. Ferguson, with 30 scouts of 
the 3dth regiment, reconnoitering near 
Labao, encountered a party of mountr. 
ed Filipinos. He killed six of them 
and captured eight, with ten rifles. 

Four men from the gunboat Mari- 
velos were lured ashore, 18 miles from 
Iloilo by a flag of truce and the in- 
surgents killed one of them, wound d 
one and captured a third. The gun- 
boat was unable to fire for fear of 
wounding the Americana

Oi.r.i»coK Camp, Oct. 33.— After eight 
hours of continuous heavy fighting 
Talana hill was carried by the Dublin 
Fusllcers and the King’s Rifles under 
cover of a well served artillery fira by 
the 13th and (19th batteries. The Boers 
who threatened the British rear have 
retired. 

The fight was almost an exact coun- 
terpart of that at Majuba Hill, except 
that the positions of the Boer and 
British forces were reversed. Qen. 
Symons was severely, but not danger- 
ously wounded. He was shot through 
the thigh, but no bones were broken. 
Ho is cheerful. 

Although the enemy’s position was 
carried soon a fter 1 o’clock, scattered 
firing went on almost all afternoon. 

The final rush was made with a tri* 
Umphaut yell, and as the British 
troops charged to close quarters tiM 
enemy turned and fled, leaving all 
tltuir impediments and guns behind 
them lu their precipitate flight

Washington, Ocb 24.— The annual 
report of the money order system of 
the post office department shows a 
total issue during the year amounting 
to 9334,958,303, an incrase of 930,804- 
493 over last year. The total earn- 
ings of the system, aggregating 91,- 
.191,638, show an increase of 9395.004 
On these orders a war revenue tax of 
9579,880 was collected. There were 
4,890 new money orders of- 
fices ' : added a|ul 39.007,870 :^o- 

'mestio and 96A501 international 
money orders issued. The report shows 
that while for 80 years past the aver- 
age amount of each order has de- 
creased, the average during the past 
year was 97.38, an Increase of 40 cents 
over the previous year. Orders drawn 
in Cuba and paid here aggregated 93,- 
34.5,093, and vice versa 955,150: in Porto 
Rico those drawn for ptiyment here, 
9409,185, and vice versa, 913,173.

London, Ocb 34 — During the course 
of Monday’s proceedings, while the 
house of commons was discussing the 
report of the supplementary estimates 
Patrick O’Brien, Parnellite member 
for Kilkenny city, declared that the 
hands of the British secretary of state 
for the colonies Joseph Chamberlain, 
were as much stained with blood as 
those of any murderer who ever mount- 
ed the scaffold. 

The speaker, William Court Culley, 
called upon Mr. O’Brien to withdraw 
his remark, but he refused to do so, 
whereupon the house, by a vote of 816 
to 30, resolved to suspend him, and he 
left the house, remarking: “You had 
better bring up another army corps 
unless you want it somewhere else.” 

The house then adjourned. 



“The Boer guns although often 
temporarily silenced, invariably open- 
ed fire again on the slightest oppor- 
tunity, and were served with great 
courage. After severe fighting our 
infantry carried the position. At 0:30 
p. m. this was accomplished, the enemy 
standing liis ground to the last with 
courage and tenacity. The Fifth 
Lancers and a iqiiadron of the Fifth 
Dragoon Guards charged throe times 
through the r.-treating Boers in the 
dark, doing considerable execution.
